The decrease in the revenue from admissions, noticeable 
for some years, has continued. 

When the factors entering into a problem are so numerous 
as in this case, it is not easy to assign to each its proper 
value, but a careful analysis seems to indicate certain con- 
ditions, each of which contributes its share to this decrease. 
The establishment in 1891 of a low rate of admission on 
Saturdays and holidays, in response to what was felt to be 
a public need, has failed to realize the hopes of the Board, 
in that while the gain to persons of small means in being 
placed within easy reach of the facilities of the Gardens 
cannot be denied, the increased number profiting thereby 
has not been sufficient to balance the reduction in the rate, 
and a considerable annual loss has resulted. To some 
extent, also, the issue of 125,000 tickets yearly, for the 
use of pupils of the public schools, necessarily subtracts 
from the number of visitors paying at the gates, although 
this loss may be willingly borne in consideration of the 
obvious and widely distributed advantages resulting from 
the use of these tickets. 
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A third cause lies in the extension of the trolley lines of 
railway into the suburbs, with the attendant opening of a 
number of pleasure gardens, presenting new and varied 
forms of amusement, which distract the public from old- 
established and constant places of resort. Of interest in 
this connection, and doubtless owing to the same cause, is 
the fact that there was a decrease of nearly one-quarter in 
the number of pedestrians entering Fairmount Park in 
1898 as Compared with 1897. 

Whatever may be the causes of the deficiency, the depend- 
ence of the existence of the Gardens upon the appropria- 
tions made by the City Councils becomes each year more 
apparent, and the generous and enlightened aid thus 
received cannot be too gratefully acknowledged. 


THE GARDENS. 


Nine hundred and sixty-one specimens were living in the 
menagerie at the close of the year, comprising 351 mam- 
mals, 425 birds, 173 reptiles, and 12 batrachians.

Of special interest among these was a Levaillant’s amazon 
(Chrysotis levaillanti), presented March 1st by Mrs. Charles 
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C. Harrison. On March 2d the black-backed jackal (Canis 
mesomelas) of Africa, bred for the first time in our col- 
lection. 

A young male chamois (Rupicapra tragus), purchased 
March 5th. This being but the second of the species which 
the Society has possessed, the fact that it only lived a few 
weeks after arrival was much regretted. The whole course 
of experience at the Gardens seems to show that the climatic 
conditions under which we are placed are distinctly un- 
favorable to the acclimation of herbivora whose natural 
range is in elevated regions. 

On April 15th a male Bactrian camel was purchased. A 
_ few days previous to this arrival the female purchased in 

1897 produced young, also a female, so that the Society will 
again be able to breed these animals. 

A specimen of the silky marmoset (Midas rosalia) was 
purchased on April 26th. This beautiful species is found 
from Panama to Brazil, and had never before been shown 
in the collection. Two young purple-faced monkeys (Sem- 
nopithecus cephalopterus) from Ceylon were received by pur- 
chase on April 28th, and shortly afterwards an adult of the 
same rare species was received. 

On May 7th some valuable specimens were purchased 
from W. Jamrach, of London. Among them were a pair 
of young oryx antelopes (Oryx leucoryx) the female of which 
unfortunately died during the voyage. She was replaced, 
however, later in the year, and this fine species is now 
represented in the Gardens by a pair, for the first time since 
1890. At the same time was received one specimen each of 
Owen’s kiwi (Apteryx owenv) and Mantell’s kiwi (A. mantellt). 
These strange birds, representing in New Zealand, the 
gigantic extinct struthious birds formerly plentiful in that 
island, were placed in one of the outside aviaries west of 
the deer park, and lived there through the summer, but 
their strictly nocturnal habits led them to spend the whole 
day under a pile of brush provided for their retreat, and 
few visitors were able to see them. A pair of jungle fowl 
(Gallus bankiva) were received as a gift from Dr. Thomas 
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Biddle, but as is the case with many of these birds exported 
from India, it is doubtful if they are of pure breed. 

On May 12th two white-nosed coatis (Nasua narica) were 
presented by A. J. Kearny, B troop, Fifth United States 
Cavalry, having been captured by him near Laredo, Texas. 
Two specimens of the Texas king snake (Ophibolus getulus 
splendidus) were received about the same time. ‘This fine 
species was new to the collection. 

A number of animals purchased from Carl Hagenbeck 
arrived from Hamburg on May 22d. Of these the following 
were new to us: a pair of young wild asses from Askabad, 
Persia, the species being the Persian form (Hquus onager of 
many authors) of the ass widely distributed through 
central and southwestern Asia, Hquus hemionus, Pall. The 
female of this pair died in August, as a result of the great 
heat and humidity which prevailed at that time, but it is 
hoped that another may be secured to replace her. The 
collection contained also a specimen of the Pluto monkey 
(Cercopithecus leucampyx) from West Africa; two banded 
ichneumons (Crossarchus fasciatus); a marabou stork (Lep- 
toptilus erwmeniferus) from Africa; a pair of lag or gray 
geese (Anser anser), and two lesser spotted eagles (Aquila 
pomarina) from southern Russia. 

Females of the nylghaie and sing-sing antelopes were 
procured at the same time to complete pairs. 

An example of a rare species of passerine parrakeet 
(Psittacula guianensis) from Caracas, Venezuela, was presented 
May 30th, by Master Donald R. McCain. 

On the 2d of June a young male gibbon (Hylobates agilis) 
was purchased from a dealer in New York, and has proved 
to be a most interesting accession. As it is highly impor- 
tant in the care of these delicate apes, that they should be 
protected from the generous but indiscriminate feeding pro- 
pensity of visitors, this animal was placed in the keeper’s 
room atthe Monkey House, in company with the young orang 
brought from Borneo by Dr. Furness in December, 1896, until 
the completion of the Small Mammal House, since when, he 
has been provided for in the hot room of that building. 
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In the same month were received specimens of the west- 
ern hog-nosed snake (Heterodon nasicus) from Pecos, Texas; 
two giant squirrels (Sciwrus indicus), a splendid species from 
India; several Madagascar tree boas (Corallus madagascari- 
ensis); the sharp-nosed snake (Lioheterodon madagascarien- 
sis); Dahl’s snake (Zamenis dahli); and the lacertine snake 
( Celopeltis monspessulanus), the last two being native to south- 
ern Europe. All of the above being new to the collection. 

Two ring-tailed bassaris (Bassaris astuta) were born on 
June 28d, this being the first occasion on which this inter- 
esting species has bred with us. 

A second purchase of animals from W. Jamrach reached 
the Gardens on June 28th. Of interest was a fine pair of 
tigers from India, about one year old; a female oryx ante- 
lope; a Beccari’s cassowary (Casuarius beccart) ; and numer- 
ous examples of two gallinules from southern Asia (Por- 
phyrio poliocephalus and P. calvus). 

Early in July a number of reptiles were received from 
Texas, among them being Emory’s snake (Coluber emoryi) 
and Lindheimer’s snake (C. lindheimeri), rarely received in 
a living state. 

During July many interesting birds were purchased. 
Special mention may be made of a fine pigeon from South 
Africa (Columba maculosa), of which two specimens were 
received; the European wood pigeon (C. palumbus); two 
gray struthideas (Struthidea cinerea) from Australia; the 
Poe honey eater, or pastor bird (Prosthemadera nove-zeland- 
ax); the blue-billed tree duck (Dendrocygna javanica) ; and 
the European coot (Fulica atra). 

A binturong (Arctictis binturong) was received by purchase 
on July 26th. This species is one of the largest of the Viv- 
erride, related to musk cats, and inhabits many islands of 
the Malayan groups, extending to the east as far as Pala- 
wan, one of the westernmost Philippines. 

Mr. H. C. McIntyre presented on August 24th a rare 
horned lizard (Phrynosoma orbiculare) from Mexico. 

_ On the 27th a male muntjac deer (Cervulus muntjac) was 
purchased to mate the female which has been for several 
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years in the collection, and at the same time were received 
two lammergeyers, or bearded vultures (Gypextus barbatus); 
two Adalbert’s eagles (Aquila adalbertt) from Spain; some 
choughs (Pyrrhocorax graculus); and several pairs of Japan- 
ese teal. 

A number of animals, chiefly monkeys and parrakeets, 
were presented on September 21st by Mr. C. B. Weeks, Al- 
lenhurst, N. J., and shortly afterwards two tortoises (Testudo 
angulata) from Kimberly, South Africa, were received as a 
gift from Mr. Horace Smith, of Philadelphia. 

A specimen of the black-throated blue warbler (Dendroica 
cerulescens) was captured in the Gardens late in. September, 
and was for the first time placed in the collection of native 
birds. 

During the remainder of the year additions of minor in- 
terest were made, among them being a yaguarundi cat from 
Mexico; a pair of muis deer (Jragulus javanicus); and a 
pair of wonga-wonga pigeons (Leucosarcia picata) from Aus- 
tralia. 

On January 19th four cubs were born from a pair of brown 
bears (Ursus arctos) from Russia, which have been in the 
Gardens since 1894. The occurrence is worthy of record 
from the rarity with which bears breed in captivity, and 
also from the unusual number contained in the litter. 

A specimen of Holbeell’s grebe (Colymbus holbellt) was 
captured near New Brunswick, N. J., on February 16th, by 
Mr. Harvey Myers, and was presented by him to the Society. 
This species is an inhabitant of the far North and is a very 
rare winter visitor in this latitude.

The losses by death have not been large, in spite of the 
unfavorable weather conditions by which the year has been 
singularly marked, the extreme range of temperature ob- 
served at the Gardens having been no less than 104° F., 
while the summer was notable for continued and extreme 
humidity, and the low temperature of February was accom- 
panied by high winds and an unusual snowfall. 

The most important deaths were the female Persian ass, 
already referred to; a condor vulture, purchased May 7th, 
1875; a female American bison, bred in the Gardens April 
24th, 1881; the lion “George,” purchased June 13th, 1882, 
and the female Chapman’s zebra, bred in May last, which 
died January 3d, from pneumonia. 
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The chief disappointment of the year attended upon the 
efforts of Dr. William H. Furness and Mr. Alfred Harrison, 
Jr., to convey to the Society as a gift, a family of orangs. 
Though fully aware of the difficulty of safely transporting 
these adult apes, these gentlemen generously secured in 
Singapore a full-grown female with a young one and an 
old male, and provided with all possible forethought against 
the needs of the voyage. The female and the young one 
died, however, in transit, and the surviving male reached the 
Gardens on June 138th in such a weak state that he died on 
the following day. This animal was fully adult, measuring 
four feet one inch in height, seven feet two inches across 
the outstretched arms, and ten inches across the temporal 
callosities. ‘The impression produced by this truly extra- 
ordinary animal upon those who saw him during the brief 
interval before his death, was so marked that it is a lasting 
regret that he could not have lived long enough to enable 
the visiting public to observe the characters of this species 
when fully mature. 

The collection of small mammals never having been suit- 
ably provided for, it was determined to erect a building for 
the purpose upon the site of the old Monkey House, the 
destruction of which was begun in May, all of the building 
being torn down with the exception of the part of the cut- 
stone foundation above the ground line. The new building 
is of buff brick with terra-cotta facings, upon a cut-stone 
base, and in plan is a square of forty-eight feet with the 
corners cut off. The whole effect is pleasing, and the heat- 
ing and ventilation have proved to be especially satisfac- 
tory. On the night of February 9th, when the temperature 
outside fell to — 6° F., the minimum thermometer inside of 
the building registered sixty-nine degrees. It was com- 
pleted at a cost of $6535, and was opened to the public on 
October 23d. 

Early in the morning of October 20th a fire broke out in 
the Restaurant and destroyed the whole interior of the 
building. The old Small Mammal House, from which the 
animals had not yet been removed, was immediately made 
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ready for temporary occupation, and was opened for the 
serving of meals with a delay of only forty-eight hours. 
Plans for rebuilding were at once undertaken by the 
Society’s architects, Messrs. G. W. & W. D. Hewitt, and it 
is expected that the work will be completed in time to meet 
the demands of summer patronage. The restored building 
will follow generally the exterior lines of the old one, but 
the inside arrangement has been considerably altered in 
the direction of public convenience. | 

The need of strict economy in directing the expenditures 
of the last half of the year prevented further construction 
of permanent character, and has indeed required the post- 
ponement of certain much-needed repairs, some of which, it 
is believed, may be made before the close of the year now 
beginning. 

The Board desires to express its thanks to the generous 
patrons who have remembered the Society with gifts in-the 
past.
